The rate of increase for the whole 


United States tells us nothing about the 
prohibition argument. — but only that the 
whole country is using automobiles today.

to trust. Of course they sny enforce- 
ment is a failure; hut-their anxiety 
indicates that .the gratifying of tljolr 
taste and running' an .Illegitimate bus- 
iness has' some pmbarrnssmoht about 
it which they would like'to escape. 


Tlie blunl. denial of. Ih'p efficiency, 


of efficiency of enforcement is not 
convincing, besides It,offers a rather 
irritating challenge to the selfrespeetr 
ing citizen. It has been rtocesijiiry 
therefore to create a sort of tolerance 
for a so-culled controlled liquor sys- 
tem. Hence the invention of the terms 
slate control.or'dispensary. These are 
only a covering for shielding the life 
ruining and soul cjeotroying conse- 
quences of drink. Under the guise of 
moral and purtiotic piission we witness 
the strange spectacle of the brewer 
and the liquor interests conducting n 
nationwide crusade in the interest of 
America's youth and the overburden- 
ed taxpayers. H is a slrange. doctrine 
which says you have to. make-it easy 
to get, to keep them from 'gelling any 
at all, and if it were in connection 
with anything else we would call it a 
piece of pathetic stupidity. 


Tlie truth is that prohibition repre- 


sents a hundred years of education as 
to the effect of drink, ap'd no dcninl 
can counteract the tragedy when al- 
coliol ran riot i n •'(he- land. No justifi-. 
cation can possibly be given for de- 
fending of n hablt-fprming beverage 
and particularly when its chief ingre- 
dient is an element whose one effecl 
is to destroy every faculty of bpdy nnd 
soul. Tlie plea of the 'Wets is not that 
a blessing is being denied :to men, the 
most brazen is not so foolhardy as 
that. It is personal liberty' fpr which 
they clamor—usually the liberty of 
some one member to ignore the liber- 
ties of every one else. But take it at 
its face value and what right has any 
class of people to subject .a whole 
county or stale, lo harm for tlie grati- 
fication of a personal appetite. No 
good can be spoken for drink in any 
form for it contributes nothing and 
jeopardizes everything. 


The experience of the whole world 


in its dealing, with drink is that its 
one mission Is to destroy and in de- 
stroying it must be your boy. or girl 
who is crushed and ruined. It is pass- 
ing strange that a traffic is.so corrupt 
its advocates have to hide under a 
robe of another name. No worthy cit- 
izen will fall under the spell of the 
illusion proposed by this lype of mis- 
sionary. Alcohol is utterly inconsist- 
ent with every worthy standard of 
life and is so destructive of life itself 
as to allow no compromise on any 
terms. To the youth its enticements 
are as dangerous as the lure of the 
adder, and it is a cold-blooded propo- 
sition as to who will be'master of the 
physical, economic and'spiritual for» 
tunes of future generations. 
Gfte of 


the great questions of .today-relates to 
the great army of defectives and the 
greater army of the.socially unfit who 
count in the national census but • no 
where else. There would be very 
much less eugenic agitation and tnlk 
of sterilizing the unfil if it had nol 
been for alcohol. 


Tlie admission of the alcoholic bev- 


erages for revenue or any. other cause 
would be indefensible as a piece of 
public policy nnd would violate the 
highest interests of moral nnd Chris- 
tian civilization. This liquor question 
is not H trifling incident but rather n 
contest between greed and appetite on 
one side, and the inalienable rights of 
the boys nnd girls of America on the 
other. Better take time to analyze the 
philanthropy back of all this liquor 
propaganda. Did you ever know one 
of them to teach Christian morals to 
the youth or lead n prayer service? 
After all it is the people who form 
the ideals of a country. What do you 
want 
these 
ideals to be, a liquor 


drinking people or do you want that 
sense of honor that loyalty to princi- 
ple, 
that 
appreciation of the finer 


things of life thai cannol come through 
the liquor trail?

Fantastic Heroics 


As phenomenal as it was, the Bruins' 


performance will not linger in mem- 
ory like that of the incredible Boston 
Braves of 1914. 


George 
S'tallings popularized the 


term Mnrical Man in the national pas- 
time for the first time when three 
masterful pitchers, Dick Rudolph, Bill 
James, and George Tyler, enabled the 
Braves to flash across the baseball 
sky with unprcccndcnted sensational- 
ism to make their names Jive dawn 
through the years as.a lesson to teach 
that what can't be done can be done. 


The Braves' achievement survived 


because they came from last place. 
Tlie world loves to see the underdog 
strike back.

There have been fewer long win- 


ning streaks in baseball than one 
would imagine. 


Cincinnati was the birth place of 


piolessional baseball in 1869, when the 
Red Sstockings toured the country, 
playing 65 games without a reverse. 


George Wright, the oldest living ball 


player, was one of their stars. Wright 
was the most famous shortstop in the 
early days of the dodge. He managed 
tlie Providence Grays, who grabbed 
the National League pennants in 1879 
and 1884, with Old Hos Radbourne the 
oustanding luminary. 


Tlie Giants copped 18 In a row in 


1904. 
It was an eccentric band of 


Giants that John McGraw commanded 
in 1916, for they took 17 straight in 
the spring and turned in their record 
streak of 20 in September, yet couk' 
finish no higher than fourth in a 154- 
gamo schedule.

dramatically in 1934. Tlie loss of a 
double-header on Labor Day left the 
Red Birds seven and a half games 
out of first place, 
but they puled 


themselves together behind the inim- 
itable Deans. They ran the cocky 
Giants bowlegged, and won the pen- 
nant on the final day of the season, 
when the incomparable Diz/.y Dean 
shut oul Cincinnati, 9-0, for his ag- 
gregation's fourth consecutive victory 
over the Reds as New York lost the 
second straight game to Brooklyn. 


The Cardinals won in 1930 with an- 


other fine spurt. St. Louis did not 
occupy first place as long as Brook- 
lyn, which wound up fourth, or Chi- 
cago which finished second, but the 
Gas House Gang never stopped try- 
ing. Tlie lads in the reel blazers took 
the lead on May 24, but promptly lost 
it, and did not regain it until Sept.

"The cotton will flow through nat- 


ural channels of trade in an orderly 
manner and will not be a disturbing 
'-ifluence. It is the "least expensive 
plan the government could adopt. 


"It is a plan which could be put into 


operation immediately and will be ap- 
proved by the producers, the estab- 
lishing the accrued charges up to 
July 31, the government would not be 
giving anything away, for should il 
take the cotton over the charges woulc 
have to be paid in any event."
